The Community Club gathered 
in unusual number on Tuesday to 
observe Mr. and Mrs. Timbres in 
Russian and Polish folk dances, 
and were moved to enthusiasm by 
their performance. Mr. and Mrs. 
Timbres spent two years in Russia 
and Poland working with the 
American Friends' Relief Associa- 
tion during the famine. Thus they 
lived among the peasants and 
learned their songs and stories, 
and more difficult, their dances. 
In the midst of privation these 
people often gathered for an "eve- 
ning" of merriment and always in- 
sisted that the American should 
share the frolic. 

Mr. and Mrs. Timbres, dressed 
in the gay homespun of Polish 
peasants, reproduced some of the 
dances, which involve acting as 
well as intricate footwork, with 
grace and spirit. Stories, too, they 
told vividly, as heard over steam- 
ing glasses of tea in the intervals 
of the. dances. The Russian ac- 
companist, a virtuoso on his "har- 
monico," or accordion, must be 
commended, not only because the 
dances depend so much on the 
strongly marked rhythm of the 
music, but for his robust render- 
ing of several Russian songs.

Residents Who Failed to Shovel 
Snow Off Sidewalks Are Summoned 



Residents of Narberth who have 
repeatedly failed to clear snow off 
their sidewalks have been sum- 
moned by Burgess Henry A. Frye 
to a hearing 7.30 Monday night. 
Forty-three summonses have been 
sent out this week, including fif- 
teen to chronic offenders, who 
will probably be penalized, at the 
hearing. 

A borough ordinance was pass- 
ed some years ago, requiring all 
residents, whether owners or rent- 
ers, to clear off their sidewalks 
within twenty-four hours of a 
snowfall. Following last Satur- 
day's storm the borough officials 
waited an additional twenty-four 
hours until late Monday after- 
noon before taking action. Then 
a canvass was made of the entire 
borough, and forty-three side- 
walks which had not been cleared 
were listed. 

Heretofore there has been an 



inclination of borough officials to 
waive the fine of five dollars pro- 
vided by law when delinquents 
agreed to observe the law. This 
lenienti policy has failed in the 
case of the chronic offenders, ac- 
cording to R. F. Wood, Chairman 
of the Borough Highway Com- 
mitee. At Monday's hearing it is 
expected that more drastic meth- 
ods will be employed, which will 
cost more than to hire a man to 
do the shoveling. 

Some of the excuses offered the 
Burgess at these sessions with 
snow delinquents are said to be 
novel : Last year one husky six- 
footer said that the only reason 
he had not shoveled his walk was 
that he thought his \vife had done 
it. Another, . with a generous 
frontage of pavement, said the 
snow had not been removed be- 
cause his nine-year-old boy had 
not time to do so.

Lower Merion and Norristown to 

Play Again After Ten-Year Break

The musty taste and queer odor 
of the drinking water of which 
many residents of Ardmore, Bala- 
Cynwyd, Narberth and other com- 
munities in the Main Line district 
served by the Philadelphia Subur- 
ban Water Company complained 
early this week is not due to an un- 
healthy or dangerous condition of 
the water. So health officers of 
Lower Merion, the borough of Nar- 
berth and special investigators of 
various civic clubs found upon in- 
vestigation after they were deluged 
with complaints from scores of 
householders. 

The unpleasant taste was caused 
by the freezing of ponds and reser- 
voirs from which the water is 
drawn. The ice prevented the escape 
of harmless gases which filters 
could not remove. With the rising 
temperature of the last few days, it 
is .believed that this difficulty will 
soon be removed and, the water will 
be again normal. 

Many householders noting the 
peculiar taste and odor became 
alarmed and feared that the water 
was dangerous to health. They 
communicated with health officers 
who had analysis made. Chemists 
found that the bacterial count of the 
water was as good as usual and that 
while the condition of the water 
was annoying, there was no need 
for fear as to it being dangerous. 
Narberth First in Queries. 

The unpleasant taste of the water 
was not general throughout the dis- 
trict. Complaints came Saturday 
from householders in Narberth and 
soon after that from residents in 
Bala-Cynwyd. Later in the week 
some in Ardmore discovered it but 
not until later this week was the 
unusual condition noted in Rose- 
mont. 

Narberth borough was one of the 
the taste was due to the fact that 
650,000 gallons of Schuylkill River 
water was being purchased daily by 
the Philadelphia Suburban Water 
Company from the Philadelphia 
water supply system and was being 
pumped into the mains of the Main 
Line district. Lower Merion au- 
thorities found this report without 
foundation. 

Health Officer George B. Suplee 
took samples of the water there on 
Saturday and had analysis made by 
Dr. George A. Sloan of the Nar- 
berth Board of Health. He found 
the water harmless. 

Monday complaints from Bala- 
Cynwyd residents were investigated 
by Dr. T. L. Montgomery, chair- 
man of the sanitation committee of 
the Bala-Cynwyd Neighborhood 
Club. He likewise found no cause 
for alarm. 

Investigation by Lower Merion 
Health authorities was inaugurated 
when one resident whose name was 
withheld, wrote complaining that 
first to make an official investigation. 

It was pointed out that the Phila- 
delphia Suburban Company supplies 
water to some of the northern parts 
of the Philadelphia district. Its 
mains make a cut-over in northern 
section of Philadelphia. This is be- 
lieved to have led to confusion and 
the reports of the Schuylkill River 
water being unloaded here.

That the Community Library has 
enlarged its scope and increased its 
effectiveness, and that the public has 
availed itself more than ever of the 
increased service, was revealed in 
the annual report filed recently at 
Harrisburg, by Mrs. Robert F. 
Wood, librarian. 

The Library from the begin- 
ning has aimed to give as complete 
service as could consistently be 
done, and as fast as opportunity has 
arisen, has grasped every means to 
increase the hours of opening. Dur- 
ing the year 1926 the Library was 
open 255 days, including the periods 
already established, every afternoon 
except Saturday and Sunday and 
Friday nights, and in addition, since 
October, the two mornings, Tues- 
day, and Thursday from 10 to 11.30. 

These morning hours were at first 
established for the convenience of 
the High School pupils and they 
are now being continued as meeting 
a permanent need. Women down 
town marketing find it convenient to 
drop in then, and agree that the at- 
mosphere at that time is more con- 
ducive to "browsing" than in the 
busier afternoons. 

Mrs. A. L. Horst, of Narberth 
avenue and Mrs. P. A. Wales, of 
South Narberth avenue, are giving 
their time for these two new periods 
of opening. 

In making its annual report for 
1926, the Library surveys the year 
with gratitude. It was during this 
year that the new building, the gift 
of the Board of Trustees of the 
Y. M. C. A., was dedicated, and the 
Library given the privilege of per- 
manent occupancy - of flic- central. 
section. It was also in connection 
with this gift that the residents of 
the community who from the begin- 
ning of the work in 1921 had been 
generous in its support, rose to the 
new emergency and raised nearly 
$1400 to buy the new shelves and 
equipment for the room. The 
School Board during the year made 
its second appropriations of $500 
and the Borough Council in paying 
expenses of light and heat, is giving 
the equivalent. 

Statistics for the year show that 
the number of books has increased 
in spite of the fact that constant 
use has worn out so large a number, 
and the number of borrowers has 
increased. The circulation also has 
increased by nearly 1500. 

All these facts are very gratify- 
ing to the staff, but not more so than 
a fine compliment paid recently in 
an exclamation of utter amazement 
from a woman who had been com- 
ing to the Library for little more 
than a year and did not know that 
the work- was all volunteer. There 
are many interpretations to be 
placed on this remark, but it was. 
meant to be very complimentary and 
is so acknowledged.

CAMPAIGN NOTES 

The need of greater interest in the 
fire company was stressed this week 
by Drive Chairman F. C. Patten, who 
said: 

"The campaign for volunteer mem- 
bers of fire company is lagging, due 
to a lack of understanding among the 
residents. Only $3 is required as a 
contribution of the 1000 members who 
are needed. To date there are only 
555 members. The thermometer at the 
corner of Forest and Haverford ave- 
nues is still too low for comfort. 

"It should be borne in mind that 
the volunteer fire department saves 
the taxpayers seven or eight times the 
amount of their $3 a year dues. If 
the company were paid, the tax rate 
would have to be raised considerably 
higher. 

"An active fireman gives up from 
$150 to $200 worth of his time every 
year; a contributing member is asked 
for only a negligible part of that 
amount. 

"The volunteers protect your homes 
, —they reduce the fire, and also the 
- 3 ihsflrance rate on your homes. TJiey 
are an ever constant and faithful, re- 
liable safeguard against fire, protect- 
ing the very life of your household."

CRINKING WATER HERE IS 
HARMLESS; TASTE IS BAD

Board of Health by C. E. Davis, 
manager of the Philadelphia Subur- 
ban Water Company in a letter 
written Tuesday. This communica- 
tion was in answer to complaints 
forwarded by Mr. Anderson. 

"Answering your inquiry, there it 
absolutely no truth in. or foundation 
for, a rumor to the effect that tin 
Philadelphia Suburban Water Com- 
pany is buying water from the city ol 
Philadelphia and distributing it to its 
customers," Mr. Davis declared. 

"'All water furnished by the Phila- 
delphia vSuburban Water Company is 
straight Springfield water. The musty 
taste, noticed in some districts, in the 
past day or two, was caused by the 
freezing over the ponds and reservoirs 
from which the water is drawn and m 
which it is stored. , 

"This is not infrequent winter char- 
acteristic in the majority of water sup- 
plies in the northern States. In some 
winters it is more pronounced than in 
others, owing to a combination ot 
rainfall, temperature and ice. Ihe 
taste will diminish and will be entirely 
gone within a few days.
